HOUSTON (UPI) — City health officials say a new strain 
of encephalitis derived from horses and transm itted by 
mosquitoes has joined another strain which has affected at 
least 27 persons. 
Officials confirmed Monday one m an has contracted West­ 
ern Equine Encephalitis, but has since recovered. The other 
strain, St. Louis Encephalitis, which comes from birds, has 
been confirmed in a total of 27 cases, including one death, 
and is suspected in 50 other cases, including six deaths.
